Vatican has received nu- 


merous complaints from tlie Brazilian 
clergy of the disastrous results upon 
church interests, of the policy of separ- 
ation adopted by the republic. It is 
said that many churches arc without 
pastors, and the, seminaries arc' being 
deserted, because, tho government re- 
fuses to continue contributions for the 
maintenance of the clergy, and of 
chairs in the .seminaries.
